The  road  to  the  diploma 
nas  been  a  broken  one;  long  and 
difficult.  Born  at  the  Crow  Agency, 
Hawkins  received  his  elementary, 
junior  nigh,  and  senior  high  school 
education  at  tne  St.  Sabre  Indian 
Mission  and  the  Billings  and  Living- 
ston public  scnool  systems. 

After  three  years  with  the 
iviarine  Corps  ne  started  up  the 
road  to  a  higher  plane  of  learning 
in  1969;  a  feat  made  difficult 
when  one  is  raisin6  a  family,  work- 
ing to  make  ends  meet,  vvn  i  1  e  attend- 
ing classes  and  getting  in  the 
study  hours.  Hawkins  started  class- 
es at  Eastern  Montana  College; 
was  sent  to  prison  but  continued 
classes  in  the  program  sponsored 
by  tne  University  of  iviontana  and 
an  Associate  Arts  degree  in  Geology 
was  the  result. 

An  education  furlough  was 
^ranted  tnrou6h  tne  sponsorship 
of  famous  historian  K..  rioss  Toole 
at  the  University  of  Montana. 
Studies  continued  in  geology. 
Tne   furlough   vvas   terminated   and 


Hawkins  returned  to  M.S. P.  At 
this  time  he  took  a  look  at  wnat 
the  College  of  Great  Falls  had 
to  offer  and  set  his  sights  on 
the  para-legal  field.  Acquiring 
funds  was  difficult  but  he  persisted 
and  tne  effort  and  study  hours 
were  rewarded  this  spring  on  the 
C.G.F.  campus.

In  the  in. i  ng  trial 
moved  for  and  received 
of  venue  to  a  mostly  all  white 
community  where  the  police  are 
viewed  as  defenders  and  protectors. 
In  the  inner  cities  the  police 
are  looked  upon  as  occupying  armies, 
fhe  police  in  most  cases  will  have 
able  paid  lawyers  representing 
them  while  the  poor  will  nave  to 
rely  oil    an  over-worked  public  defen- 
der . 

Al  linos  t  everyone  agreed  that 
the  i<inb  trial  ended  in  an  unjust 
verdict.  The  jury  members  questioned 
afterwords  said  that  i\.inb  posed 
a  threat  and  ne  got  what  he  de- 
served. Those  conclusions  deserve 
some  thought  on  why  anyone  could 
allow  their  personal  feelings  to 
obstruct  their  objectivity.  In 
this  country,  once  someone  is  char- 
ged with  a  crime,  they  are  auto- 
matically judged  as  at  least  50% 
guilty  before  they  even  walk  into 
the  courtroom.  Because  of  social 
propaganda  and  the  demogosery  con- 
ditioned into  the  minds  of  the 
average  American  citizen,  an  im- 
partial jury  is  in  a  &reat  majority 
of  cases  a  sadonic  my t n .  People 
are  more  prejudiced  against  crimin- 
als then  they  are  of  people  of 
anotner  race.  If  you  are  black 
or  any  other  minority  tnen  that 
just  adds  to  the  bias.  It  is  not 
a  jury  of  your  peers  on  the  panel. 
If  it  was  a  true  jury  of  your  peers 
then  the  jury  in  Powell  County 
for  people  charged  with  crimes 
here  in  the  prison  would  be  picked 
from  the  inmate  population.  That 
would  oe  an  example  of  your  peers. 


I  continue  to  ask  myself  how 
can  any  of  us  get  a  fair  trial 
in  Powell  County?  Even  the  defense 
lawyers  wno  work  this  area  say 
it  is  virtually  impossible.  The 
Montana  Supreme  Court  has  held 
that  you  will  not  routinely  be 
^ranted  a  change  of  venue  from 
Powell  county,  riow  are  tne  inmates 
cnarged  with  the  riot  related  off- 
enses going  to  get  fair  trials? 
Well  if  anyone  really  believes 
they  will  receive  fair  trials  in 
Powell  County  then  they  must  be 
from  another  state.  A  trial  would 
do  nothing  but  comfort  someone 
that  the  system  is  responsible 
and  not  those  it  represents.  With 
tne  publicity  the  riot  generated 
it  is  ludicrous  to  think  anyone 
will  get  a  fair  trial  here  in  Powell 
County.  The  fact  that  you  are  allow- 
ed to  challenge  the  panel  and  disq- 
ualify certain  panel  members  is 
little  assurance  that  a  fair  panel 
will  be  drawn.  People  must  realize 

that  when  people  are  asked  questions 
during  the  impaneling  of  a  jury 
coinnonly  called  the  [Voir  Oire], 
it  does  not  guarantee  an  impartial 
jury.  When  you  ask  someone  if  they 
can  be  fair  and  if  they  are  preju- 
dice what  answer  do  you  expect 
to  get.  "Yes,  I  can  be  fair  and 
I'm  not  prejudice."  You  see  people 
view  being  prejudice  as  a  flaw 
in  a  persons  character.  That  is 
because  society  teaches  you  to 
be  prejudice  in  secret  now.  It 
is  akin  to  having  a  physical  deform- 
ity of  some  sort.  Like  not  having 
a  nose.  You  don't  dare  a  dm  it  you 
are  prejudice  because  to  do  so 
would  oe  admitting  there  is  some- 
tning  wrong  with  you  in  front  of 
a  bun en  of  people  in  your  own  commu- 
nity. That  is  why  jury  picking 
has  become  an  art.  It  also  costs 
money  just  like  good  lawyers.  Some- 
tniii6  that  poor  people  are  denied. 
If  the  ivio n t ana  State  Prison  wa s

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like  San  ^uentin,  or  even  Boise 
Idaho,  I  could  see  a  more  fair 
selection  of  tne  jury  simply  because 
you  have  alot  more  population  to 
draw  the  jury  from.  But  ,ve  have 
ueer  Lodge  with  its  population 
of  a  few  thousand  people  who's 
chief  employer  is  tne  prison.  The 
city  relies  oi\    the  prison  for  its 
livelihood  and  almost  all  tne  citiz- 
ens either  are  related,  known, 
or  have  relationships  with  prison 
employee's.  I  once  tried  to  have 
tne  mistreatment  of  prisoners  stat- 
ute enforced  by  the  Powell  County 
Attorney.  He  flat  out  stated  that 
a  jury  couldn't  be  drawn  that  would 
convict  anyone  wno  works  at  the 
prison  for  sometning  they  did  to 
an  inmate.  Tn i s  inherent  prejudice 
is  something  ivir .  iviCiCeon  faces  every- 
t  ime  he  gets  a  case  from  the  prison, 
rie  is  tne  Public  Defender  most 
times  appointed  to  represent  us 
inmates.  Tnats  why  plea  bargains 
are  struck  in  almost  all  cases. 
There  really  isn't  much  of  a  choice. 
A  real  dilerrma  will  develop  in 
the  days  to  come  when  all  the  in- 
mates charged  with  capital  offences 
nave  to  choose  wnat  to  do.  If  all 
the  states  has  to  prove  is  that 
on    order  to  fall  under  the  'felony 
murder'  rule  all  they  must  prove 
is  that  tne  inmates  charged  committ- 
ed burglary  then  that  is  a  very 
cheap  way  to  try  these  cases.  Tne 
state  should  be  made  to  prove  who 
actually  did  what. 

We  1 1  maybe  the  defense  can 
ask  tne  judge  to  have  each  jury 
member  read  this  article  before 
trying  the  case   I  doubt  if  that 
-vi  1  1  be  allowed  but  then  it  mignt 
make  them  think  about  the  importance 
of  j  ury  duty. 

If  those  policemen  in  L.A. 
can  get  a  change  of  venue  to  Simmi 
Valley  for  the  charges  tney  faced 
tnen  the  inmates  should  be  granted 
changes  of  venue  for  charges  which 
could  result  in  the  loss  of  their 
1  i  ves !  We  shal 1  see. . .
